MILLIONS FOU' A IIAKUOU. 


A Washington special says thtU in 


looking over the printed copy of the 
River and Harbor bill last Wednesday 
an engineer officer discovered an item 
that fairly made his eyes bulge ont with 
astonishment. It was nothing less than 
an item of $25,000,000 (or the improve- 
ment of a little harbor in Maine, nnd; 
although it is clearly a typographical er 
ror, if the strict letter of the law is to be 
complied with the Rivor and Harbor bil 
will carry an appropriation of $47,000, 
000, probably the largest amount evor 
put in a single bill since the foundation 
of the Government. Tho item iu qnes 
tion reads as folloiys: 


"Improving harbor at ]Jaok Cove 


Portland Harbor, Me.— continuing im 
provements, twenty-five thousand, thou 
sand dollars." 
Twenty-five luoudanc 


thousand dollars nre $25,000,000, and 
although the latter form of expression 
is more generally used than the forme: 
the aggregate is the same.

engineer officer read this item ha s»w u 
once that it was a typographical error 
buthehnd Curiosity enough to consul 
tbe enrolled bill, and there the same 
blunder appears, so that the bill which 
waH allowed to become a law by refusa 
of the President to sign it really contain 
an appropriation of $25,000,000 for thii 
insignificant little harbor in Maine. 


INDIANA'S «REEI>. 


nor Poliilcinus DlHposcd to Ask for 


the Russian Mission. 


WASHINGTON, D. O., Aug. 21.—The 


Indiana politicians are trying to make 
the most of the position that State occu- 
pies in the Presidential contest. They 
propose to get all they can out of Cleve- 
land in advance of (he election. Their 
latest demand is the promotion of Gen, 
Denby, who is now Minister to China, 
t-) the vacancy caused by the resigna- 
tion of Mr. Lothrop as Minister to 
Russia. 
All the Indiana Democrats, 


and some of those from Illinois are urg- 
ing the President to promote Gen. 
Deuby on the ground that it will help 
tho cause of Democracy in the elections 
this Fall; but it is difficult to under- 
stand why the change should affect a 
single vote. Should Gen. Denby be 
promoted it would interfere with the 
plans of some Washington friends of 


Gen. 
John F. Farnsworth, \vho formerly 


represented the Aurora (III.) district in 
Congress, but who is now a resident of 
this city. The General's Washington 
friends have been talking of presenting 
ms name to the President as lae proper 
person to bo appointed Mr. Jliothrop's 
successor. 
They were led to do this by 


the publication of a story some time ago 
thut the President had announced a de- 
sire to name sorna soldier from either 
Michigan or Illinois for the vacant mis- 
sion. It has since been shown that 
Mr. Cleveland never made any such an- 
nouncement, but on the contrary has 
said a number of times lately that Illi- 
nois had got pretty nearly her sbare of 
big appointments. None of the Illinois 
Democrata ha?o been asked to aid the 
movement for Gen. Farnsworth and it 
m now thought that since the story 
which led to the suggestion of his name 


as been disproved there will be no 
ormal request for his appointment. 
TOU. Fiu'usworth has been at the eea- 
hore for two mouths and his son does 
ot know anything of the talk about bis 
eiug made Minister to Russia.
